combihed department on account of the fact that I am not: interest 
ed in the Obstetrical part of the work, 


Having cqualificd abroad for general surgical work and having 
accduired considerable exverience in general surgery as well as 
gynaecology during fifteen years of private practices limited to 


surgery I am anxiuos to devote a greater amount of time in the 
broader field of general surgery. 

The department of Obstetrics and Gynaecology is, in my opinig 
over staffed for the amount of work to be done, and this conditim 
would be exaggerated if all of its members were given an interest 
in both branches of the department as appears to be the policy in 
respect to new appointments. 

The senbnor professor would no doubt be able to regulate the 
work in the combined department to better advantage if all the 
members of his staff had a common interest sae would be able to 
afford greater opnortunities for intensive work to the junior mer 
bers with the result that their efficiency would be increased to 
the benefit of the Sot ec es hale the interests it represents. 

I would therefore recuest that: consideration be given to the 
matter of transferring. me ae the Repartment of Obstetrics and 
Gynaecolosy to the Bepartment of General Surgery.
